For hours the American cavalry- 
men followed Manuel Lopez, one of 
Villa’s lieutenants, and his bandits 
through canyons and mountain trails. 
. Believing that they had eluded 
their pursuers the bandits relaxed 
their vigilance and before they 
realized it were confronted by the 
troops of the Tenth Cavalry of Gen. 
which had 


cept stray bands attempting to make 
their escape. Only meager details of 
the ensuing engagement were brought 
here by the Mextean ranchmen, but in 
many respects it resembled that of a 
week ago at Guerrero. Immediately 
the bandits realized the presence of 
American troops they began a disor- 
ganized flight from their camp. They 
went singly and in sriall parties, all 
firing at the American troops as they 
fled.

Reporte reaching here indicated that 
the force encountered by the Amer- 
jean cavalrymen was the largest de- 
tachment of the force defeated and 
scattered at Guerrero a week ago to- 
day by Col. Dodd's command, These 
troops were said to have been in the 
vicinity of Bachiniba Pass for several 
days. 

Two American scouts reported to 
Gen, Pershing that they had been 
fired on by Villa outposts last Friday 
within the environs of Bachintba and 
that they had returned the fire but 
without result so far as they knew.

EL CENTRO, April 4.—As an out- 
come of bitterly-fought campaign 
between “wets” and “drys” at 
Imperial, Milton H. H. Lee, former 
minister, and three others were in- 
dicted for alleged irregularities in 
registration by the Imperial county 
grand jury after more than 200 wit- 
nesses, the majority of them Imperial 
residents, were examined in a three- 
day session. 

Both Lee and O. R. Reed, the lat- 
ter traveling representative of a large 
San Diego and Los Angeles wholesale 
grocery and liquor house, were today 
released on bail of $2000 each. The 
names of the other two men indicted 
are withheld, pending their arrest. 
Sheriff C. M. Applestill, tonight de- 
clared no trace of the others had 
been found. Four counts were re- 


elsewhere. 

At a recent hearing before Justice 
of the Peace C. Houston Smith of 
Imperial, Slayton testified on the wit- 
ness stand that his registration was 
solicited by Lee as an Imperial voter, 
after he had told Lee that he resided 
in the country. The indictment 
again Reed charges him with per- 
mitting his name to be registered as 
a voter at Impertal, when, in fact, he 
was a resident of i Centro. When 
arrested, within an hour after the 
indictment was returned, Lee was pre- 
paring to leave the valley with his 
family. He told the officers that he 
intended to go to accept a position 
as secretary of the Chamber of Com- 
merce in the State of Washington. 
To Deputy Sherif F. C. Kemp, Lee 
declared that he had been a “dry” 
worker and voter for many years, but 
that recently they had turned him 
down and he had found friends among 
the “wets.” 

Immediately upon arriving at the 
County Jail, Lee telephoned William 
Donovan and T. H. May, proprietors 
of two Imperial saloons,, and was 
furnished ball by them. Intimations 
heard in Imperial that Lee has been 
making a specialty of obtaining extra 
voters for the liquor interests are not 
specified in the indictment. The grand 
jury has adjourned until after the 
election at Imperial next Tuesday. 
After four years of open saloons, the 
people of Imperial are to decide 
whether “Saloon Row,” Which con- 
tains seven bars in one block, shall 
continue In existence for another two 
years and each side is rounding up 
every voter possible.

Ask Formation of Pie More 
Regiments in the Army. 


Petition is Presented to the 
Senate and House. 


Valorous Deeds of the Negro 
Soldier are Recalled.

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, April 1.—The enthusiasm of 
our colored brethren for prepared, 
ness has created an embarrassing 
situation for the southern colonels 
who are the supreme power in the 
Senate and the House. , 

A petition has been presented to 
both the Senate and House commit- 
tees on military affairs asking that 
four of the new regiments to be added 
to the army be set aside for colored 
soldiers, two regiments of infantry 
and two of artillery. The petition is 
presented by the National Associa 
tion for the Advancement of Colored 


People. 
Among the officers of this associa- 
are Dr. W. E. B. Du. Bois, Os- 


wald Garrison Villard, Dean Williams 
Pickens of Mo College, Charles 
Edward Russell, Sophonisba Brecken- 
ridge of the University of 
Fierence Kelley and many 
prominent people. 
Under any circumstances this peti- 
tion could hardly pass unnoticed, but 
coming as it does in a Presidential 
year, with the colored vote to reckon 
with. it will cause embarrassment. 


THE SENATE DUCKS. 


When a similar question came up 
the other day, the Senate neatly 
ducked the answer. The Senate bin 
for the creation of new cadetships 
at West Point was especially changed 
in order to avoid putting more negro 
officers into the army. At first the 
bill read that a certain number of 
enlisted men from each regiment in 
the army should be appointed every 
year ta West Point It occurred to 
someone that this would necessitate 
the appointment to West Point of 
cadets from the Twenty-fourth and 
Twenty-fifth Infantry and the Ninth 
and Tenth Cavalry, the enlisted men 
of which regiments are all colored. 
The bill was hastily changed to read 
that 200 enlisted men from the en- 
tire army and National Guard should 
be chosen as cadets. This el 
the necessity of choosing men from 
those particular regiments. 

Purely as a military measure, it 
would benefit the army to have more 
negro regiments added. T. Roosevelt 
of Brownsville fame to the contrary, 
the colored men have been among 
our best soldiers for many years.
